DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 33-37, 39-52 and 55-75 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Remarks 
filed 24 March 2010 are persuasive. The prior art does not disclose or make obvious the 
photo-detector of claims 33, 50, 74 or 75, including wherein the first and second 
heterojunctions are configured to prevent creation of a depletion region in the photon 
absorbing layer when a bias voltage is applied across the heterostructure, wherein a 
tunnel current of holes from the contact layer to the photon absorbing layer is less than 
a dark current in the photo-detector, wherein the dark current from the photon-absorbing 
layer to the barrier layer is essentially diffusion limited, and wherein generation 
recombination (GR) noise is reduced.
